‘Why Business Houses Suffer Em- 


nd begzlers to go Free. 


The Cost of Prosecution Almost Equal to 
the Sum Embezzled--The Risk of Sai 


for Damages in Case of Failure to Con- 


vict--An Explanation of the Embezzle- 
ment Epidemic -- Why Compromises 
dre Effected. 


At the last meeting of the Wholesale Grocers’ 
Association a topic was brought up for diseussion 
which aroused the deepest interest among the 
members and whith will be acted upon ia a very 
positive manner at the next meeting of the Asso- 
ciation. It was of and concerning embezziement, 
and its treatment brought to light the fact that 
‘business houses which are made to suffer from 
thieving erployes are deterred from the prose- 
cution of the offenders by the fear of losing 
twice the amount of the sum empezzied in the 
time involved in securinga conviction and the 
cost of paying bigh-priced lawyers and the ex- 
‘penses incidental to a criminal trial, with the 
further fear of a suit for damages, conse- 
quent upon ai failure to convict. 
The association are now endeavoring to formu- 
late some plan by which these obstacles to prose- 
cutions can be overcome, and when such plan is 
rounded and adopted they will ask other business 
men to join them ina movement toward the ac- 
ecomplishment of the end desired. Betore stating 
the plan which meets with most favor it is best to 
give a few examples of the difficulties which 
beset the victims of embezziers. During the past 
two months the newspapers have chronicled the 
details of a large number of embezziements. 
Leading the list were Tiller and McFadden, who 
stole an enormous sum of money, and who will, 
it is thought . get off with very light punishment;

Dieterichs,;who stole $30,250 from the Laclede

Another Cable Bill to Go to the 
Assembly Next Tuesday. > 


— 

A Project Which Aims te Do Away With 
Sardine-Box and Cattle-Pen Travel— 
Narrow Gauge Cars to Run to Fourth 
Street. 


One more pronosition, involving the investment 
ip St. Louis of over a half million dollars of for- 
eign capital, will be submitted to the Assembly on 
next Tuesday night, and the bill is almost com- 
pleted. It contemplates a great innovation in the 
line of local passenger transportation 
and win be in the nature of 
& sensation. About a year ago an 
Indianapolis syndicate bought from Erastus 
Wells the. languishing West od Narrow Gauge 

and atthe very outset they announced 
that not only did they iniend to sink a great deal 
of money ta mang the road one of the best 
equipped lines in the West, but that they proposed 
to never rest satisfied untl they 
had established such down-town communication 
as Would enable suburban travelers to go from 
their bomes to Fourth street apd from Fourth 
street to their homes without a change of care. 
They have labored assidueusly to that end ever 
since, aud various plans have been devised aud 
abandoned, They have improved their road and 
us business, but up to the present time they have 
utterly failed tocross Grand aveuue with their 
cars. It is by the proprietors of the roud 
that thé bill to be introduced on Tuesday evening 
will ufford a solution of the important problem, 
and will at the same time prove one of the most 
popular measures of a ‘‘francnise” character ever 
offered to the pm fe 

“I think,” said Mr. F. M. Colburn this morning 
to a Post-DIsPATCH reporter, tet there is a 
very flattering prospect that our new enterprise 
will succeed, I base my opinion more upon the 
very patent 

Mc MERITS OF THE PRCJECT, 
than any expressions I hae heard from the 
men who will have to pass ou our biil.” 

“What does your bili propose?” 

“We propose to establish a cable road con- 
necting our Narrow Gauge Depot with Fourth 
street or Stu street.“ 

“What route do yougdesire to take?“ 

“We are pot particular, ana are willing 
to adopt whatever route best suits the gentlemen 
ofthe Assembly. The matter is under cunsider- 
ation now, and the line that meets with the least 
opposition will suit us best. At first we contem- 
plated aski for right of way through @ hne of 
alleys somé@where between ashington avenue 
and Olive street, and that would have been done 
had we not discovered that some of the alleys are 
only fifteen feet wide, while our road will 
require a width of at lexst eighteen feet.” 

“What will be the special features of the road 
if you succeed in building it?“ 

“Well, in the first place, we have a half million 
dollars in bank, ready to begin the work of con- 
struction within twenty-lour hours after the bill 
is approved.“ 

“And how long a time do you want for building 
the road?” 

“They may fix tne limit at the very shortest time 
in which it is possibie to do that- much work. 
For instance, if the bin were to pass 
immediately, we would be willing to 
bind ourselves to have the road buiit, fully 
d and in operation in time for the opening 
of the Exposition. We will accept a five months’ 
limit for the completion of the work.“ 

“Wilt it be part ot the Narrow Gauge line?” 

“Practically, yes. For every train that leaves 
the Narrow Gauge depot one or more cars will 
lende the eastern terminus of the line at 
either © Sixth or Fourth street. When 
these cars reach the Grand avenue depot 
they are immediutely coupled to the outgoing 
train, so that no loss of time or change of cars is 
necessary. Coming ivto the city the rule will be 
the same.gWhen the Narrow Gauge train reaches 
Grand avenue the cable Cars are switched upon 
the cable track, ana, bardly stopping at all, will be 
brought mght down town io the eastern terminus. 

time schedule will govern the cabie

“Will the cars be the same as the Narrow Gauge 
passenger cars?“ 

“Not exactly. They will de somewhat smaller, 
but they will be as handsome and finely fluished 
cars as were ever brougiit to St. Louis.

have already estimates from

“We do not propose a very high rate of speed,

Just at present the cities in the East &re 
engaged in a very warm discussion over the 
respective merits of Henry Irving and Ed- 
win Booth, and opinions are mueh divided 
npon the subject. Thus through. long 
winded and labored articles they lose 
sight of an all important fact, that really no 
comparisons can justly b emade between the 
two actors who are as distinct and distant 
in their peculiar lines of art 


as it is possible for artists aspiring 
to the higher walks to be. Bootn is pure 
and simple a trageqian of the old se 
whose “Hamlet,” ‘nichard,” Lear“ an 
„Richelieu“ are acted precisely As hey were 
many years ago and by actors who were his 
predecessors. Irving is, correctiy speaking, 
u melo-dramatic character actor and one who 
could not by any means prove satisfactory 
n such ro as are identified with Mr. 
s fame aud reputation, and ata word 
Mr. th would prove a sorry failure in 
those quaint, odd and peculiar character 
parts im which Mr, Irving has become fa- 
mous. There is not a common pane upon 
which they can meet as actors of a similar 
class or school. For although in their fa- 
mous London engagement they alternated in 
roles of Othello and Iago, I 
fancy Mr. Booth had a long were the 
best of it in both, although his Othello is far 
from being the best seen on the stage during 
22 twenty-tive years. Mr. Irving must 
unspeakably wearisome in such charac- 
ters as Macbeth, Romeo, Richard, Riche- 
lieu, ete., but I. for my own part would hate 
to see Booth attempt Lesurques and Dubosc, 
Mathias or Louis XI after the English actor. 
Lam not inclined to accept the old ideas that 
the highest dramatic art is exemplified in 
roles which do not require a sinking of the} 
actor’s identity, and there is much more 
that is wonderful and admirable in a good 
study of character than in the bare follow- 
ing of tradition in some role with whose re- 
quirements every average theater-goer is 
familiar. But that is neither here nor 
there.

But much has been said, and in justice to 
Mr. Irving, regarding what he has done for 
our stage in introducing ultra completeness 
in cast and marvelous detail in stage dress- 
ing.

take. A conductor should conceal the diffi- 
culties of his task as carefully as a per- 
former,’ To show them is to destroy the il- 
lusion, as in the case of an actor who lauglis 
at his own jokes, Mr. Thomas is the least 
demonstrative and most graceful of conduc- 
tors. He does his work before he comes to 
the concert-hall, so that when lie takes his 
place at the stand the least nod of the head, 
movement of the left hand or 
raising of the eyelids, has an electric ef- 
fect. And voe to the musician whe does not 
heed these hints! Personally Mr. Thomas 
is the most genial and amiable of men; but 
in the battle-field he is stern and severe, like 
any other general. His aim is to give not 
on ly good music, but perfect performances ; 
and these he is bound to have, at the risk of 
any pecuniary loss or personal friction. 

Mr. Thomas is one of the busiest men in 
the United States. The fact that last sum- 
mer he gave seventy-four concerts within as 
many days, extending from the Atlantic to 
tlie Pacific, will give an idea of his labors, 
Every concert brings with it its own anxiety 
for suceess; and this, combined with the 
task of arranging an immense number of 
programmes, always with an eye to artistic 
38 and with the constaut travel by 
day and night, calls for an iron constitution, 
He is now in the best period of his manhood, 
having been born October 11, 1835, in Ost- 
friesiand, In 1845 the family came to Amer- 
ica, where Theodore made his appearance in 
New York as solo violinist at concerts. Dur- 
Ing the e ements of Jenny Lind, Sontag, 
Grisi, and Mario, he was a leading violinist in 
the orchestra, and subsequently became con- 
ductor of several Italian and German opera 
companies. In 1854 the famous Mason-Thom- 
mas chamber concerts were commenced, 
which became the germ of the later orches- 
tral concerts. In 1864-1865 the first series of 
symphony concerts was given. In 1877-1878 
he was conductor of the New York Philhar- 
monic Society, and after an absence of one 
year at Cincinnati, as director of the College 
of Music, was unanimously re-elected by the 
society. Of the Brooklyn Philharmonic So- 
ciety he first became conductor in 1863, and 
has held that position almost continuously 
to the present day. The various concert 
tours throughout the country need not be 
referred to in detail. They have been of in- 
estimable value in developing musical taste 
and intelligenee. The most successful was 
that of last summer, under the management 
of Mr. Chas. E Locke. \ 

Mr. Thomas has thus been in turn concert- 
soloist, orchestral player, operatic conduct- 
or, chamber-music player and orchestral 
conductor. To all these positions he added, 
a few years ago, that of chorus conductor 
by founding the New York Chorus Society, 
whieh is already one of the best organiza- 
tions in the country, and has given such dif- 
ficult works as Schumann's Faust,“ Gou- 
nod’s “Redemption” and scenes from Par- 
sifal” with a technical finish and intelligence 
that reflected equal credit on the society and 
the conductor. tins

REV. HOWARD CROSBY, D. D. 

The Rev. Howard Crosby, D. D., the pas- 
tor of the Fourth Avenue Presbyterian 
Church, and ex-Chancellor of the New York 
University, has won an enviable reputation, 
not only for his attainments in the field of 
his chosen profession, but also in his com- 
mon-sense efforts to combat the ordinary 
vices of a great city.

Presidential years are unfailingly years of 
dullness in business, and thus far the present 
year is no exception to the rule. In thiscase, 
however, itis impossible to trace the slight- 
est connection between the quadrennial 
election and the business depression. The 
business of the country is not at all affected 
by any influences emanating from politics, 

This is, of itself, a proof that the country 
is stronger than it has been at any time since 
the war. Another proof of that gratifying 
truth is furnished by the actual situation. 
The losses by the shrinkage in values have 
been immense. Wheatis lower than it has 
been for years. Iron is lower than it was 
after the panic of 1873. Stocks have shrunk 
away by the hundreds of millions. Yet no 
one expects a panic. 

There has been something of a separation 
between the speculative interests in business 
and the more legitimate interests. The 
legitimate interests now stand on a solid 
foundation. They suffer by the losses in 
speculative values, but they are able to 
stand the shock. The present evil is merely 
a reaction from excesses which any plain. 
man can recognize, 

Wheat and corn are reacting after the break 
down of the long attempt to maintain ficti- 
tious values by speculative transactions. 
Iron is down because stocks are down in 
consequenoe of over-building of railroads. 
Manufactures are depressed as the result of 
over-production at high prices. 

This is all there is to it. We have been 
running our business machinery at too high 
a rate of speed, and we are compelled to stop 
forrepairs. We are compelled to go a little 
slower, but that wifl do us noharm. We 
are not ruined; we are merely not quite so 
well off as we thought we were.

Interesting Ceremonies and Musical Ser- 


viees—Easter Saturday Devotions-- 
Local Religious News and Personals. 


Easter, which is the day, next to Christ- 
mas, of the most religious importance ana 
meaning, is thoucht to derive its name from 
afeast observed by the ancient Saxons in 
honor of the Goddess Eastre, the personifica- 


tion of the morning or the East. For this 


feast, which was always celebrated in the 
spring, the fathers of the thurch substi- 
tuted the Christian festival, and from 
the time of its establishment 


it has always been observed by all Christian 
nations, though at widely different periods 
of the spring The question as to the exact 
time was not settled unti] the year 325 after 
Christ, when the Council of Nice declared 
for the whole church that the feast should 
be heid on the first Sunday after the full 
moon which eceurson or next after March 
21, and if the full moon happens on Sunday 
Easter is to be the Sunday follow- 
ing. This date has since been the 
prevailing time of otservance, The most 
characteristic Easter rite is the use of eggs, 
which are usually stained of various colors. 
The practice, however, is. not confined to 
Christians; tho Jews used exgs in the feast 
of the Passover, and the Persians are said to 
have celebrated the solar new year in March 
oy presenting each other with colored eggs: 
rom a Christian point of view this Feast 
of Eggs”’ is usually considered emblematic 
of the resurrection and a future life. 
EASTER SATURDAY. 

To-day winds up the Lenten season in the 
churches, and is tue last day upon which the 
fast is observed. The ceremonies in the 
Roman Catholic churches aro very impres- 
sive. In the first piace, this is the day upon 
which the Paschal candle is blessed. This 
is a monster candle placed ou the right side 
of the altar, in which are inserted five grains 
of incense during the blessing, the whole 
ceremony being invested with all the pomp 
and ceremony possible. Another culiar 
ceremony observed in all the atholic 
churches to-day was the biessing of what 
is known as the Faster Vater. 
This water was consecrated in large quanti- 
ties in all the churches, The faithful at- 
tended in large numbers and carried away 
the Easter water in buckets, bottles and 
other receptacies. It is preserved during 
the year, and is believed to be a most effica- 
cious thing to banish disease and to protect 
the possessor generally. Another feature 
was the procession of the eucharist, 
which was carried out in all the churches- 
canopies beiug used, and other adjuncts add 
ed to the ceremony. ‘The lenten season real 
ly terminated at the singing of the Gloria 
in Excelsis“ at the high masses celebrated 
in all the Catholic Churches this morning. 
It is true that the day is one of fasting, 
but this is due to the fact 
that itis the eve ofa great festival, Easter 
Sunday, and not strictiy one of the forty 
days of Lent. 

EASTER SERVICES. 

Easter is the great day in nearly all the 
churches, and special services will be held 
in most of them. The fullowing programmes 
have been especially prepared. 

THE ROCK CHURCH. 

At this Temple of Worship.the ceremonies 
will be, as usual, of the most imposing 
character. The church will be handsomely 
decorated with flowers and festoons of ever- 

reens. Some lady friends of the Rock

The ladies cf the Sanctuary So- 
ciety have aiso been hard at work for weeks 

reparing new vestments and decorations 

or the aitars. 

Masses will be celebrated at 5:30, 6:30 and 
8 o’clock, At 10 o'clock there will be solemn 
high mass, at which the Very Rev. Nicholas 
Jaeckel, provincia! of the Order of Redemp- 
torists in the West, will be ceiebrated and 
Rev. Fathers New and John, deacon and 
sub-deacon. Father Distler will officiate as 
master of ceremonies.

Within a few years after the Norman con- 
quest the robber aliens quarreled zamoug 
each other, and the lands stolen from the 
Anglo-Saxons were, through usurpation and 
confisca tion, again divided up. The Conti- 
nental squatters on English soil were in 
numerous instances robbed and burglarized 
by the stronger among them as ruthiessly as 
their predecessors had thieved from the 
Saxon natives. England was the common 
prey of the Norman, as the world to-uay of 
weaker nations like Egypt and India is the 
spoil of England’s patrician oligarchy. The 
aon political and social aristocracy of the 
mother country had, and their nineteenth 
century descendants have, all England for a 
hunting park and pleasure ground. Under 
the Normans it became merely a proviuce of 
France, and it wasnot until after the War 
of the Kuoses that the Norman became an 
Englishman. In fact the French colonist in

200,108 dessiatines (i. e., a dessiatine of 2.7 
acres) of real estate, and 22,000,000 serfs, who 
had an usufruct of one-third of the whole 
surface or of some 35,000,000 dessiatines, 
Alter the manumission of the serfs they 
were allowed two and a haif dessiatines per 
head, or seven per family. 

The reason why the farm laborer in En- 
gland does not live as comfortably ac he did 
a hundred 82 o is worthy of notice. It 
‘is claimed By politica! economists that it is 
principally in consequence of his loss of the 
common lands which have been filched from 
him by the territoral hereditary aristocracy. 
Wiiliam Marshall, an eighteenth century 
writer, asserted: “A few centuries ago near- 
ly the whole of the lands of England lay in 
an open and more or less in a communal 
state, Each parish or township was consid- 
ered one common farm.“ It is a well-recog- 
nized fact that out of a total area of 240, 
acres in Huntingdonshire 130,000 were com- 
wunable, ‘ 

The inclosure acts passed by the British 
legislatures at the dictates of the landocracy 
from 1710 to 1843, De Laveleye says: Al- 
lowed the lords of the manor to inclose for 
their own use the common lands, wrongly 
regarded as their property, and brought into 
private domain 7,660,413 acres, or one-third 
of the cultivated area of England, which iu 
1867 amounted to 28.451, 626.“ Since 1845 over 
six hundred thousand acres of communal 
land have been inclosed. In 1862 Epping 
Forest, the play ground of the poor of Lon- 
don, was reduced from 7,000 t 3,000 acres 
and handed over to the tender mercies of 
the English aristocratic acreocrats. 

And other equally large areas have been 
stolen of late years .without a blush by, the 
titled landlords. In 1869 Wisley Common, 
with an,acreage of 6,900 acres was “‘inciosed’ 
—i,.e., swindied—from the poor. The sop 
given tothe agricultural Cerberus was 375 
acres, and oniv that quantity was allowed 
after an attempt to offer a miserable two 
acres for the use of the poor. This steal was 
divided among three already enormously 
wealthy landed proprietors, In the same 
year Withypool Common, Devonshire, which 
aggregated 1,904 acres, was purioined by 
noble land sharks, Who thoughtfully re- 
served for their poverty-stricken neighbors 
one acre for a recreation ground. 

Two thousand acres of Scottish land were 
asserted in the Economist of June 2, 1866, 
do have been changed into a desert, and Ben 
Aulden, which supported 15,000 sheep,is nuw 
an unproductive deer forest.” 

All over Great Britain and Ireland the 
common lands have been absorbed into the 
already overgrown estates of the acreocrats. 
Most of the lands in England have been di- 
verted of late years from agriculture into 
deer parks, fox covers and game preserves. 
Those which are bought and paid for by 
honest money are purchased by Birmingham 
and Manchester parvenus, who hope thereb 
to obtain a social county standing. The agri- 
cultural value of land isa — condl- 
tion to its worth for noble sporting purposes. 
And the possession of a certain number of 
unencumbered acres appears to every 
wealthy Engtishman the broad and sure 
road to the peerage, for all members of the 
House of Lords, with rare exceptions, are 
holders of large blocks of real estate, That 
is the prerequisite for hereditary legislator- 


ship. 

Mus the results of the robberies and 
piracies committed by the descendants of 
the Norman settlers of 800 years ago are 
bringing about slowly and surely a cunflict 
between England's acreocratic aristocracy 
and her pauper democracy. That is the com- 
ing question, and is one more imminent than 
what may follow later in Great Britain's 
overcrowded cities between the bourgeois 
and the ouvrier. 

Sixty to seventy yearsago Percy Bysshe 
Shelley, the poet, who was heir to a baron- 
etey, was warning his order of the daugers 
which would ensue from the neglect of the 
blue blood to do his duty to his fellow hu- 
man being. His description of England in 
1819 is not dissimilar to its condition in cer- 
tain respects in 1884: 


An oid, mad, blind, despised and dying king; 
Princes the dregs ot their dull race who flow 
Through public scorn, mud from a muddy spring: 
Rulers who neither see, nor igel, nor know, 
But leech-like to their fainting country cling 
Tili they drop, bind in bigod, without a biow; 
A people starved and stabbed in untilled feld: 
u army which libertioide aud prey 
Make as a two-edged sword to all who wield; 
Golden and sanguine laws which tempt aud slay. 


The aocial condition of the poor of Great 
Britain and Ireland is the true cause of their 
use of dynamite and nitro-glycerine, and 
which, perhaps, are after all but the thun- 
ders which betoken the approaching storm 
that will destroy Euglish monarchy and aris- 
tocracy. In view of this possivility wonid it 
not be better for Queen Victoria’s Cabinet 
Ministry to have the cottages of the pauper 
British peasantry searched for explosives 
than the capitals of Europe? 

The lessons of the Freuch Revolution of 
1789 and of the Paris Commune of 1871 are 
upheeded by England’s landocrats, and per- 
haps her monarch and her aristocracy will 
be astonished at finding themselves some tine 
morning living under a democratic repubiic, 
the style and title of which will be the United 
States ot Europe. COLMOLYN.

THEY WERE DRUNK. 


A Liverpool Grain Merchant, on a Visit 
to New York, Shoots His Friend. 
By Telegraph to the Post-Dispatch. 

NEW YORE, April 12.—Frederick M. Carney of 
No. 598 Broome street, was shot and fatally 
jujured last evening by John Heafy of Liverpool, 
England. in the shooting gallery of the Windsor 
Garden, at No. 120 West Fourteenth street. John 
and his brother Joseph A., who comprise the firm 
of Heafy Brothers, grain merchants in Liverpool, 
have been stopping since their arrival in New 
York on Wednesday at the Grand Central Hotel.

Mr. Car- 
ney, who is «a grain merchant + at 
No. 48 Broad street and has business 
connections with them, was much with 
them, Yesterday afternoon Carney, the Heafy 
brothers and another man from the hotel went 
out together ana knocked areund town all the alt- 
ernoon aud evening. At 10 o’cloek the four 
alighted from a carriage in front of the Windsor 
and went into the shooting gallery. After several 
rounds apiece of target practice, Joseph A. 
Heafy and the fourth member of the party quitted 
the gallery, leaving John Heafy and Carney still 
shooting. Carney fired several more shots and, 
then handed the rifle to Mr Heafy. 
Michael Keily, who was in charge of the place, 
loaded the piece for him and got out of the way 
to let him shoot. After eyelug the target for a 
juli minute without hearing any shot Kel! 
looked out at Henfy and saw him standing with 
the rifle mn position, but swaying ip uncertainty of 
Movement as tuough unable 10 take aim. he 
muzzle of the piece almost deseribed a circie and 
just us Kelly looked the rifle was discharged, and 
Lhe bullet entered Carney’s forehead, 
He feil nncouscious to the fluor.
